RANGER  KILLED 
IN  CMPLONOE 

J.  M.  Burge,  of  Gray  Creek, 
Sustains  Fatal  Injuries  on 
Nelson  Highway 


Death  claimed  the  life  of  a  popu- 
lar provincial  forestry  officer  on 
Saturday  In  an  automobile  accident 
on  the  Nelson-Creston  ,  Highway 
near  Sirdar,  according  to  word 
reaching  the  Pro\incial  Police  here 
yesterday.  J.  M.  Burge,  an  assistant 
ranger  at  Oragr  Greek,  died  as  a 
result  of  injuries  sustained  when  a 
car  in  which  he  and  his  family  were 
driving  plunged  over  a  100-foot  em- 
bankment.

MAy  DISAPPEAR 

But  Not  for  201000  Yovs, 
Say  Soisntists— Otiisrs 
Existsd  in  Past

MAM  BT  WARBTALUI 

Geological  studies  at  Cornell  Uni- 
versity show  how  grand  scale  water 
falls  made  these  cross-cut  valleys 
many  thousand  years  ago,  and  fore- 
shadow the  fate  of  today's  Niagara. 

They  go  back  to  the  time,  roughly 
eetlmsted  as  30.000  years  or  more 
ago,  when  the  last  glaciers  were 
melting  oil  Northern  New  York. 
The  pre  ,  Dl  '  lagara  was  presum- 
ably at  that  time  stUl  buried  under 
ice. 

VOUnD  BUQI  LAKB8 

The  melting  glaciers  are  believed 
to  have  formed  huge  lakes,  parallel- 
ing but  south  of  the  present  Ijakes 
Erie  and  Ontario.  Htm  water  drain- 
ing from  these  lakes  spilled  through 
stream.s  on  top  of  the  high  ridges 
here  and  there  At  the  far  edge  of  a 
ridge,  the  stream  formed  a  falls. 
This  plunging  water  in  turn  cut  back 
uprtvar  toward  the  lake,  Just  as 
Niagara  Palls  Is  doing.

It  Is  only  a  few  ypars  ago  since 
patients  with  rheumatlim  were  ad- 
vised to  do  without  meat  and  eggs, 
they  weia  allowed  plenty  of  starchy 
food. 

Today,  while  meat  aiVl  eggs  may 

be  cut  down  In  the  diet  of  individ- 
uals with  high  blood  pressure  or  kid- 
ney ailments,  meat  U  now  .'Uowed 
In  nearly  all  other  conditions  be- 
cause of  Its  need  In  forming  blood, 
building  tissue  and  satisfying  the 
r.  ppct  ite. 

A  few  years  ago  it  was  found  that 
sUrchy  food— potatoes,  bread,  sugar, 
pastry— increased  the  number  of  at- 
tacks In  epUepey.  whereas  a  fat  diet 
—butter,  cream,  fat  meat,  egg  yolks, 
nuts— seemed  to  lessen  the  number 
of  attacks. 

Thus  today  what  Is  known  as  the 
fat  or  ketogenlc  diet  U  a  part  of  the 
legular  treatment  In  epilepsy. 

Thu»  Instead  of  the  epileptic  get- 
ting the  usual  dt''t  of  a  healthy  in- 
tiivldual — one  pan  meat  and  eggs, 
two  parts  fats  and  four  parts  star- 
chy and  vegetable  food— he  Is  given 
one  part  meat,  about  one  part  star^ 
rhy  food  and  two  or  three  paru 

fats. 

The  rest  of  tlie  treatment  for  epi- 
lepsy Is  cutting  down  on  liquids  and 
the  use  oC  what  are  kaoim  as  the 
barbital  drugs. 

I  However.  Dr.  D.  Schuyler  Pulfovd 
in  "Annals  of  Internal  MedldnO," 
."•ays,  "It  is  common  knowledge  that 
the  high  fat  diet  through  Its  high 
Vitamin  "A"  content  reduces  the 
number  and  severity  of  Infections 
such  as  colds  and  Influensa.

.      ffvtr  and  ateasles  la  alao 

noted  " 

I  Further,  because  there  Is  leas 
harmfal  organisms  In  the  wastes  In 

I  the  large  Intestine  from  the  fat  diet 

than  from  the  starch  diet.  It  Is 
thought  that  this  hiRh  fat  diet 
.should  be  helpful  In  rlieumatlsm  or 
arthritis    (mflammatlon    of  the 

Ijointa).  because  lem  harmful  prod- 

juets  will  be  absorbed  Into  the  blood. 

'  Also  In  Inflammation  of  the  blad- 
der and  kldr^ys  the  tat  diet  has 
t.<^en  found  useful  as  It  appeared  to 
off  the  harmful  organisms  which 
were  caaelag  the  inia  found  m  the 

'urlaa. 

And  in  migraine— ooe-slded  head- 
ache- the  fat  diet  has  been  as  sue- 
I  e,<isful  in  adults  as  in  cases  of  epi- 
lepsy. As  a  few  cases  of  asthma 
have  also  been  benefitted  and  as 
migraine  and  ee^hwa  are  often 
caused  by  eenaltlvenem  to  eertam

In  point  of  fact 
they  are  strongly  oppo.sed  to  nationalization  and 
viow  tho  proposal  with  unconcealed  anxiety  and 
foar.  If  the  depositor  Is  to  be  allowed  to  ehoooe 
between  a  bankinR  system  controlled  and  man- 
afOd  by  a  political  party  pledged  to  vast  public 
oxpondKnroo  and  a  bankor  whooo  Intorost  It  is 
to  invest  tho  di'positor's  money  In  safe  securities, 
his  choice  will  be  for  safety  and  security. 
Ho  wtU  make  this  Oholco  booanao  ho  knows 

that  hankers  have  before  their  minds  a  whole- 
some fear  of  the  consequences  of  unsound  bank- 
ing praetleoo.  Tho  Oovommont  of  tho  day.  on 
the  other  hand,  may  be  led  by  political  con- 
sldoratlons  into  extravagant  public  enterprises. 
It  woaM  of  eourso  bo  tho  duty  of  tho  Govern- 
ment to  meet  the  depositor's  demand  for  cur- 
rency, but  in  the  meantime  owing  to  the  spend- 
thrlfk  Boal  of  tho  Oovemment  tho  purchasing 
powor  ot  tho  dopoBltor's  dollar  might  bo  sorlously 
■ffoetod* 

Roeont  history  has  fumUhod  us  with  ex- 
amples of  bankrupt  states  as  well  as  of  bank 
failures,  states  whose  promises  to  pay  were  is- 
sued In  such  quantities  that  hi  time  their  pur- 
diaslng  power  fell  almost  to  zero.  With  these 
considerations  facing  him  the  average  banking 
depositor  itfll  refuse  to  countenance  any  proposal 
for  tho  "natkmaliaatlon"  of  our  baoklng  system.

There  Is  a  feeling  in  Britain  that  the  yacht 
Bndeavour  stands  a  rare  chance  of  lifting  the 

Amerlf'a's  Cup  which  has  been  In  po.ssesslon  of 
the  United  SUtes  since  1851.  That  feeling  was 
In  no  wise  loosened  when  the  professional  seamen 
who  contracted  to  snil  the  Endeavour  withdrew 
their  services  because  of  a  grievance  over  wages. 
There  was  tbne  avallablo  before  the  Endeavour 
sailed  from  England  to  recruit  some  of  Britain's 
best  amateur  sailors  who  in  all  respects  are  equal 
to  thooo  %ho  follow  sailing  as  a  gahif ul  pursuit. 
The  challenger  thus  sufTers  In  no  way  because 
of  having  an  amateur  crew  for  she  has  those 
aboard  "mho  are  tho  equal  of  any  siawin  Id  the 
world. 

The  challenger  has  made  a  good  crossing.  The 
probability  Is  that  the  handicap  imposed  on  a 
vessel  of  her  size  having  to  make  the  trip  across 
the  Atlantic  has  done  her  no  harm,  and  it  has 
been  In  the  nature  of  a  training  for  her  amateur 
onw.  For  the  ocean  voyage  she  had  to  unship 
htt  mast.  Since  her  arrival  on  the  American 
Side  the  re-rigging  has  been  undertaken  and  her 
crew  is  being  drilled.  She  has  some  time  left  to 
become  accustomed  to  the  waters  in  which  the 
races  will  be  sailed.

Sir,— May  I.  through  your  letter 
column,  submit  to  your  reading 
public  a  .serious  problem  that  lias 
an  en  in  my  ca.se  owing  to  thO  ro- 
arrangmg  of  relief  benefits. 

'Ilie  new  ruling  is  that  all  men 
who  have  not  b«'pn  resident  In  an 
area  since  before  May,  1931,  are 
classed  as  transients:  tbsss,  if 
physically  fit,  are  eligible  for  camp. 

I  have  been  in  Victoria  since  De- 
cember, 1931,  and  for  .some  time 
have  been  receiving  relief  allowance 
During  that  period  I  have  not  been 
medically  fit  for  camp,  and  the  doc- 
tors still  are  unable  to  pass  me  for 
camp.  There  Is  no  consideration  In 
the  new  system  for  sick  men  and 
two  weeks  ngo  I  was  cut  off  entirely, 
with  no  allowance,  and  no  ability 
to  get  out  and  earn  a  living  if  the 
opportunity  by  chanoe  arooe.  My 
mother  is  living  here  working  as 
housekeeper  and  la  not  bi  a  position 
te  help  me. 

I  have  interviewed  all  the  ofdclals 
and  all  they  suggest  Is  that  they 
will  give  me  food  allowance  for  five 
days  to  beat  my  way  back  to  Al- 
berta. If  I  did  so,  I  would  not  be 
eligible  for  help  there  under  the 
same  ruling.  What  shall  I  and 
others  who  are  In  the  .same  position 
do?  Will  some  of  your  more  influ- 
ential readers  take  an  Interest  in 
the  sick  men  who  are  down  and 
out  and  approach  the  authorities  to 
obtain  niilstanoo  to  got  food  and 
housing.

OTTAWA,  Aug.  II.— If  one  looks 
for  racial  purity  hi  Canada  It  would 
appear  Quebec  Is  the  place  to  find 
it.  PV>llowlng  up  the  Dominion 
census  of  1031,  the  Dominion 
Bureau  of  Statistics  has  made  an 
anal3rsls  of  the  population  of  Canada 
on  racial  lines. 

A  ghmoe  down  through  the  long 
list  of  municipalities,  from  large 
Cities  to  rural  townships  and  small 
hamlets,  reveals  few  places  where 
tha  population  Is  wholly  of  one  race. 
With  two  exceptions  they  are  In  the 
Province  of  Quebec,  and  the  fadal 
origin  is  French. 

Thus,  in  the  County  of  Artha- 
basca.  Quebec,  there  are  sovrral 
town,shlp«  and  villages  populate 
wholly  by  people  of  French  origin 
St.  ClotUde-de-Horton,  with  a  soUd 
fteneh  population  of  1,4m.  Is  one. 
The  .situation  is  not  ""y??  in 
rural  Quebec. 

Ontario  has  only  one  such  place, 
the  township  of  Jennings,  in  tbe 
district  of  Sudbury,  where  the  scat- 
tered population  of  140  is  all  French 
The  only  other  such  place  In  Can- 
ada, and  the  only  one  where  a  non- 
French  racial  group  has  a  monopoly, 
is  the  township  of  Hampton,  in 
Annapolis  County,  Nova  Scotia, 
where  every  one  of  the  314  people 
Is  of  EInglLsh  origin. 

The  Indian  reserves,  of  course,  are 
set  apart  by  law  for  that  race,  and 
In  moot  eases  eontala  no  othsrs.

any  means  be  increased  by  an  in- 
crease m  the  fleet.  AH  that  ta  ac- 
complished by  fishing  too  nuich 
gear  is  an  Increase  in  the  propor- 
Uoo  taiLen  each  year.  a:;d  the  rec- 
(»-ds  of  the  coounisaloa  show  that 
the  chaneet  «f  egeaping  the  gtar 
l>ecome  very  Small  Indeed.  The  av- 
erage young  halibut  has,  therefore, 
been  caught  within  the  first  two 
years  after  he  becomes  of  sin  suf- 
ficient to  take.  The  commission, 
by  its  regulations,  is  giving  him  a 
better  chance  to  delay  capttire.  Al- 
thouRh  a  few  more  halibut  are  thus 
allowed  to  die  naturally  the  loss  Is 
more  than  made  up  by  the  more

The  report  demonstrates  that  not 
only  had  the  fleet  Increased  Its 
activities  and  the  oast  of  i^^tratlon 
I  far  beyond  what  was  most  profit- 
able, but  that  It  hart  serlou.sly  de- 
crea.sed  the  production  of  young.
